The atrium was still the place where 

guests were received, where certain rites of domestic worship 

were celebrated, and where the dead lay in state. But the 

cooking was now done in a kitchen, culina, at the rear of the 

house. and the hearth-stone, where sacrifices to the house- 

hold gods had been made in primitive times, was represented 
by a marble altar, set against the back wall of the room. 

On either side ‚ atrium ran а row of small square 

rooms comprising the sitting, sleeping and guest rooms of 


the establishment. These opened into the hall either by doors 


or curtains and from oni f them ascended the steep and 


narrow stairs which led upper story.

Wenn ein junger Manu zwanzig 
Jahre alt iſt, wird er von einem Arzte unterſucht um zu ſehen ob er geſund 
genug iſt in die Armee zu gehen. Eine große Anzahl junger Männer 
wird im erſten Jahre nicht angenommen, weil ſie noch zu ſchwach ſind um 
die Strapatzen, welche die Dienſtzeit mit ſich bringt, auszuhalten; aber im 
nächſten Jahre werden Sie wieder vorgenommen.

Nachdem der Rekrut mit der Kaſerne, ſeiner Uniform und ſeinen Vor 
geſetzten bekannt iſt, ijt er bereit das Ererciren zu lernen, zuerſt ohne Ge 
wehr. Er muß täglich zwei bis drei Stunden exereiren. Wir können uns 
denken wie ſchwer dieſes ſein muß, wenn wir es mit unſerer eigenen, ſchwe 
ren Arbeit in der Turnhalle vergleichen. Es iſt der Grundſatz der Offi 
ziere, die Soldaten ſchwer arbeiten zu machen, damit wenn ſie plötzlich zur 
Schlacht gerufen werden, ſie ſchon an die ſchwere Arbeit gewöhnt ſind. 

Nach einigen Wochen bekommt der Rekrut ſein Gewehr. Er lernt 
den Zweck eines jeden Teiles kennen, und auch wie das Gewehr geputzt 
werden muß. Es kommt oft vor, daß ein Kapitän oder ein Lieutenant den 
Soldaten auf dem Exereirplatze eine Rede hält, in welcher er ihnen Rat 
und Unterricht erteilt. 

Bei all' dieſer Arbeit, wird die geiſtige Beförderung des Soldaten 
nicht vernachläſſigt. In der Armee gibt es Klaſſen, in welchen Unterricht

Jeden dritten oder vierten 
Tag wird dem Soldaten ein großer Laib Schwarzbrot gegeben, auch be 
kommt er Mittags eine Suppe. Das andere Effen muğ er fidh ſelber kau 
fen. Wenn der Soldat ſein Geld zu ſchnell verbraucht, wird er beſtraft.
